PREFACE 


— te 


OOK SALES are a Dutch invention ; the earliest recorded in modern 
times were held by the Elzeviers at the beginning of the 17th 
Century, and some of the earliest English sales, seventy or 
eighty years later, contained parcels of books sent over by 

Dutch dealers. But the library of which the first portion is described 


in this catalogue is the first of any consequence that has come to 





us from Holland. Except for a few American sales in the present 
century, most of the foreign libraries sold in London have been French, 
their owners including statesmen like Talleyrand and Guizot, exiled 
Bonapartes and Bourbons, and Napoleon I himself, whose books were 
brought from St. Helena to be sold at Sotheby’s on July 23, 1823. One 
of the latest and most important French libraries to be sold here was sent 
by Mme. Etienne Mallet in 1926, and several books from it will be found in 
the present catalogue. 


Indeed, the index of owners on pp. 179/180 is something of a guide 
to the great book sales of the last 50 years, for the late Mr. Mensing 
had exceptional opportunities of collecting and used them to the full. 
Born on June 27, 1866, he died within three days of his 70th birthday, on 
June 24, 1936, having celebrated in the previous October the fiftieth 
anniversary of his entry into the firm of Frederik Miller & Co., of 
Amsterdam. At first, the firm was mainly engaged in the book trade : 
later, under Mr. Mensing’s guidance, it developed a general art business, 
though Mr. Mensing himself never lost his interest in books. He helped, 
for example, to form the geographical library of Prince Roland Bonaparte : 
he acted as agent and correspondent of the New York Public Library 
and many other national or academic institutions, and was entrusted 
with the sale of the famous Nordenskiold Library which was bought en 
bloc by the city of Helsingfors. 


Asa collector, Mr. Mensing combined the acumen of an expert with the 
enthusiasm of a bibliophile ; and his library is an achievement worthy of 
his taste and energy. He was greatly attracted by illuminated manu- 
scripts, particularly those produced in the Netherlands, and the beautiful 
humanistic manuscripts of the Italian Renaissance: the Amersfoort 
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Missal (lot 395) is the outstanding example of the former class, the latter 
has a very fine representative in the first lot of the sale and many others 
throughout the catalogue : nor should the French MSS. be overlooked, 
least of all the Epistle and Gospel book of Mar‘e d’Orgemont with its fine 
miniatures in grisaille (lot 175). The early printed books include such 
treasures as the 1462 Bible of Fust and Schoeffer (lot 60), the great 
German illustrated Bibles of Quentell and Koberger (lots 65 and 67), 
and some of the delightful early woodcut books from Augsburg and Ulm 
which appealed so strongly to Wiliam Morris (e.g., lots 68 and 545). 
From Italy come first and early editions of the classics and Dante, as well 
as some finely illustrated volumes such as Foresti De Claris Mutlieribus, 
Ferrara 1497 (lot 185), and the Hypnerotomachia Polipbili (lot 133). 
The library contains comparatively few French incunabula : but there is 
ample compensation in the fine series of Horae printed on vellum (lots 
288-304) and in the numerous early 16th Century “ plaquettes ’’— 
pamphlets in verse or prose, humorous, romantic or poetic, often seasoned 
with Gallic salt and decorated with quaint and charming woodcuts 
(e.g., lots 78, 129a, etc.). Nor must we forget the splendid Valerius 
Maximus (lot 586) which Antoine Vérard illuminated for some important 
patron. The German 16th Century illustrated books are worthy com- 
panions and rivals of their French contemporaries : and a number of works 


on travel and exploration recall Mr. Mensing’s interest in geography. 


Finally, something must be said of the bindings, which area feature of 
the library : though most of the 18th Century bindings have been reserved 
for a later sale, there is a representative selection of Parisian work from 
the naive panels of Jean de Coulonces (lot 256) to the finished elegance of 
the 19th Century and modern bindings. Outstanding are the specimens 
of the two most famous French libraries of the 16th Century, first the two 
arresting Groliers, one marking the transition from Frangois I to Henri II 
(lot 176), the other decorated with a noble architectonic design which was 
so much admired by Grolier’s colleague and brother-collector, Thomas 
Mahieu, that he had it copied on one of his own books (lot 340); secondly, 
the fanfare binding of J.-A. de Thou (lot 482), an acquisition of the great 
collector’s extravagant bachelor years before his bindings had been sobered 


by matrimony. Italian binding centres are well represented, Rome 
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especially by a superb specimen of the library of Pier Luigi Farnese 
(lot 405), Venice and Milan by characteristic or unusual products (e.g., 
lots 450, 491) and Genoa by two of the rare panels used by Viviano of 
Varese (lot 193). Germany gives us four signed Gothic bindings (lots 
157, 245, 393 and 581) and many unsigned; the Netherlands some of their 
infinitely varied early panels, including two which seem to be otherwise 
unknown (lot 526), as well as the curious armorial binding: of Count 
Martin Hoorn (lot 564) and a good example of the work of the great 17th 
Century binder Jacob Magnus (lot 609). England was left for the most 
part severely alone by Mr. Mensing : but he had one book thought to have 
belonged to Queen Elizabeth (lot 323), another which was _ probably 
bound at Canterbury for Thomas Wotton (lot 334), and a very handsome 
Elizabethan volume (lot 87), which has been in two great English libraries 


_ and one American, and is equally attractive both inside and out.
